Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Gosz discussed the visual distinction between the claimed 
invention and the prior art, specifically referencing figure 3 of the drawings in the instant application. Mr. Gosz 
explained that, among other things, the absorbent cores are separate, laterally adjacent, and do not overlap. The 
examiner acknowledged the distinctions and suggested that the amended claim language may refer to specific 
positioning of the absorbent cores and may also refer to the differences in composition and/or size of the absorbent 
cores as supported by the originally filed specification. While such distinctions may remove the current rejection, an 
updated search and consideration of amended claim language must be performed . 
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
